Fig. 5, reprcfents what is commonly, but falfely, in 
India, called, the Tartarian Lamb, This was more 
than a Foot long, as big as ones Wrift, having (everal 
Protuberances, and towards the end fome Foot- (talks 
about Three or Four Inches long, exaftly like the Foot- 
(talks of Ferns, both without and within. Mod part of the 
outfide of this was cover'd with a Down of a dark yellow- 
1O1 Snuff-Colour, Alining like Silk, feme of it a quarter of 
an Inch long. This Down is what is commonly ufed for 
fpif ting Blood, about Six Grains of it being to a Dofe,and 
Three Dofes pretended to cure fuch an Hemorrhage. In 
Jamaica are many fcandent and Tree- Ferns, which grow 
on, or to the bignefs of Trees, and have fuch a kind of 
Lanugo on them, and fome of our Capillaries have fome- 
thing like it. It feem'd to be lhap'd by Art to imitate a 
Lamb, the Roots or climbing part is made to referable 
theBody, and the extant Footltalks the Legs. This Down 
is taken Notice of by Dr. Merret at the latter end (p» 
386.) of Dr. Grevi>s Muf.Soc. Reg, by the Name of ?q. 
co Sempie, a Golden Mofs, and is there faid to be a Cor- 
diaL I have been affured by Dr. Brown, who has made 
very good Obfervations in the Eaft- Indies, that he has 
been told there by thqfe who have lived in China, that 
this Down or Hair is ufed by them for the Stopping of 
Blood in frefli Wounds, as Cobwebs are with us, and that 
they have it in fo great Efteem" that few Houfes' are 
without it. I have known it much ufed for (pitting of 
Blood } it being pretended, that fome of the fmall Down 
may, by being fwallowed^ eafily flip into the Wind- 
pipe

pipe, and Co (lop the Bleeding : But on Tryals I have 
ifeen of it, though I may believe it innocent, yet I am 
fore 'tis" not infallible. 

Fig. 6,7,8, 9, 10, ii, ix,i3. Shew Eight feveral In- 
{Iruments made for paring, the Natfs, at which, in Chi- 
na, die People are very curious and -dextrous. Thefe In- 
ftruments are each of them fhaped like a Ghizzel. 
■ .Fig. 14. ■ reprefents a kind of Inftrument, called, la 
China, a Champing Inftrument, Its ufe is to be rub'd 
or roul'd all over the Mufcu!ar Fleih. It is like an Hor- 
fes Gurricomb. and is faid to be ufed after the fame man- 
ner, am] for the fame Purpofes that they are made ufe of 
for Horfes.
